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193E—11.2(543B) Enforcing a protective clause.   To enforce a protective clause beyond the expiration
of an exclusive listing contract, there must be a provision for the protective clause in the listing contract
which establishes a definite protection period, and the broker must furnish to the owner prior to the
expiration of the listing the names and addresses of persons to whom the property was presented during
the active term of the listing and for whom protection is sought.
